More money will be provided for defense, from a half-billion dollars to 
$1-billion, primarily for new aircraft. That’s for this vear.

That’s why Sen. Murray is going South late this month for hearings 
in South Carolina and Georgia before his labor-management committee.

A guidebook for business on antitrust laws is being urged by Secretary 
Sawyer’s committee on business and government relations. It would spell 
out what you can and can’t do in selling and pricing. It'll be a big concession 
from the trust busters, if Sawyer can swing it. 


How small businessmen can get capital is discussed in a new booklet 
by the Commerce Dept. You can get copies from Commerce field offices or 
from the Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. The price is 
15¢. Ask for “The Small Business and Sources of Loans.” 


The Senate investigation of gambling will be full of politics. The aim is 
to find out whether organized crime is corrupting local governments. 

Democrats had hoped to avoid it. They are afraid some of their big city 
machines are vulnerable and that disclosures might supply ammunition 
for the Republicans. But the Kansas City killings forced the issue. The 
committee will be strictly controlled by the Democratic chiefs. And Repub- 


licans are already charging “‘whitewash.” 


The Republican Red attack will turn next on the Justice Dept. The 
charge will be that Justice is refusing to prosecute pro-Communist union 
leaders who signed non-Red affidavits under the Taft-Hartley law. 

Justice is sitting on 56 cases which NLRB Counsel Denham has turned 
over to it as fraudulent. Justice’s excuse is that it’s hard to prove lying 
under this law. But the Republicans are going to make a fuss about it, 
using the Harry Bridges conviction as a prod. 


Strong bipartisan support for foreign policy is not assured by the 
latest moves of Truman and the State Dept. to placate Republicans. 

Appointment of Dulles and Cooper. ex-GOP Senators, to State will 
help. But this was forced by the breakdown in State-Congress relations, 
and thus lacks the wallop an earlier voluntary move would have had. 


The showdown is ahead. Dulles and Cooper will participate in policy. 
But Congress is still the sore spot. Strong bipartisan support depends 
largely on how far Acheson will go in consulting Republicans there on 
policy matters, and in trimming to fit their views. This is what Acheson 
has tried to avoid for it gives Congress a brake on the State Dept. 


Acheson is handicapped. He has no big personal following in Congress. 
And with Vandenberg ill, there’s no single Republican to carry the ball. 

Chief Justice Vinson is still mentioned as a successor to Acheson. He’s 
no student of foreign policy, but he is an astute politican. And it may take 
such a man to win back a showing of unity in Congress.
